4 (Reuters).—President Carter, in 
@ major policy speech before the 
UN General Assembly, today said 
that a new strategic arms limita- 
tlon agreement between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union was in sight. 

The President ako said that 
the Onited States would be 
willing, Im some future treaty, 
to cut its nuclear arsenal in haif. 

Mr. Carter declared: 

“The United States is willing 
to go as far as postible, consistent 
with our security interests, in 
Iimiting and reducing our nu- 
clear weapons. 

“On a reciprocal basis we are 
willing now to reduce them by 
10 per cent, by 20 per cent, even 
by 50 per cent. Then we will 
work for further reductions to 
8 world ‘truly free of nuclear 
weapons.” 

Mr. Carter, speaking a day after 
the expiration of the five-year- 
old strategic arms limitation 
agreement between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, 
mede ἃ solemn declaration cn 
US. use of nuclear weapons.

Chinese Jam Roads, Hotels 
With Easing of Travel Curbs

HONG KONG, Oct. 4 (WP).— 
After years of tight travel restric— 
tions, the Chinese have begun to 
move around their country by 
the hundreds of thousands, jam- 
ming newly expanded airports, 
railroad stations and overnighi 
lodgings. 

Recent visitors to China report 
Jong lines at such tourist attrac- 
tions as the Great Wall. They 
say workers are belng allowed, 
apparently for the first time, to 
seek new jobs in distant cities.

“Modern airports have been 
built or are being expanded in 
Peking, Tientsin, Hofei, Harbin, 
Urumchi and other places to 
cope with China's growing air 
traffic,” the agency reported re- 
cently.

SEATTLE, Oct. 4 (UPI).—Near- 
ly 24,000 members of the Interna- 
tional Asscelation of Machinists 
and Aerospace Workers went on 
strike against the Bceing Co. early 


‘Wages were the central issue 
in the dispute. The union is seek- 
ing a 10-per-cent pay rise in 
each year of 9 three-year con- 
tract, but the IAM says that the 
company offered only 3 per cent 
each year. 

Al Schultz, chief negotiator for 
the 23800 LAM members, warned, 
“It coukd be a long strike." Mr, 
Schultz also predicted that the 
walkout would shut down produc- 
tion of Boeing’s 707, 727, 737 and 
747 «airliners, but a company 
Spokeaman said that Boeing would 
attempt to keep its facilities open, 

Tt was the first strike by ma- 
chinists against Boeing in 12 
years. The last strike lasted 19 
days.

Survival for an Australian Aborigine Couple

—An aboriginal couple, beHeved 
to be the last of their tribe living 
in a traditional style dating back 
30,000 years, have been rescued 
from near starvation in the 
drought-stricken Gibson Desert 
οἵ Western Australia. 

The couple, exiled by their trite 
almost 40 years ago, were thought 
to be the last of the Mandjiljara 
tribe living in the traditional way, 
eking out an existence from the 
sparse animal life, vegetation and 
cccasional water holes of one of 
Australia's driest regions. 

Warrt, aged about 60, and his 
wife Yatungka, about 50, were 
rescued from the desert about six 
weeks ago after older members of 
the tribe, now Living near the 
small town of Wilana 750 kilo- 
meters northeast of here express- 
ed fears for their survival.

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A US. Policy Shift in Mideast? 


At the root of the latest Israell outburst 
against the United States is the fact that 
for years this country has been leading ἃ 
double 16 in the Middle East. On the one 
‘hand, the ‘United States is Israel’s only active 
and effective ally. This inevitably leads the 
Israelis to demand nothing less than total. 
unswerving U.S. support αὖ every turn. On 
the other hand, the United States is the 
mediator in the case, 2 role that was insti- 
tutionalized with Henry Kissinger’s shuttle 
diplomacy dut actually begun much earlier; 
every U.S. president since Harry Truman has 
dreamed of bringing about permanent peace 
between the Arabs and Israel. Not surpris- 
ingly, those twin roles are not always easy to 
reconcile: It is hard to be always in one 
corner when you are also trying to be the 
referee. And nothing better illustrates the 
problem than the current uproar over the 
joint statement by the United States and the 
Soviet Union calling for a new Geneva con- 
ference in December and setting forth their 
agreement on some general guidelines for a 
“comprehensive settlement.”

Without getting into all of the nuances 
and fine print, let us stipulate that on its 
face thls joint statement suggests—we would 
put it no stronger than that—a change in 
US. emphasis in favor of the Arab side of 
the argument. Its mere existence would 
seem to mark a.departure from recent U.S. 
policy; for some years now the U.S. game has 
been to try to keep the Russians out of the 
Middle Hast peacemaking efforts on the 
theory that any Soviet participation would 
‘be at Israel's expense. And the contents of 
the statement ralse questions, as well. It 
speaks, for example, of Palestinian “rights” 
as distinct from “interests,” which is the 
word that Washington has been careful to 
stick to up till now: “rights” is a codeword, 
long familiar to the Israelis, that has been 
used by various Arab leaders over the years 
as a euphemism for challenging Israel's right 
to exist. Moreover, the statement makes no 
reference to UN Resokutions 242 and 338, 
which, in effect, codify an international con- 
sensus that Israel does. in fact, have a right 
to exist, and which would serve as the basiz 
for any renewed Geneva conference. 

So it should surprise nobody that the Is- 
raelis and their supporters in this country 
are wp in arms, the more so since the “con- 
sultation” afforded to them in advance of 


The Continental 


It was 20 years ago yesterday that the 
startling beep, beep, beep of Sputnik-1 
heralded the beginning of the space age. 
Those two decades sre a continental divide 
in our national memory. To the younger 
half of the United States it is hard to 
Delieve that man's inroads into space are 
only 20 years old. To a generation weaned 
on “2001” and now intoxicated with R2-D2, 
wookles and other denizens of “Star 'Wars,” 
pre-space must seem positively pre-Colum- 
bian. 

To the older hundred million or so of us, 
it's hard to believe that 20 years have passed 
Since the shock of the Soviet breakthrough. 
—and the fears that if the Russians could 
beat us into space our schools along with 
the rest of our system were defective. 

Putting men on the moon calmed our un- 
ease. By 1975, the space race had cooled 
enough for US. and Soviet spacemen to par- 
tletpate in a joint mission. Chauvinism has 
been superseded by an understanding of 
some of the benefits of space exploration. 
Communications satellites now link every 
part of the planet through telephone, radio 
and television. Weather satellites have rev- 


the US.-Soviet statement was little more 
than ritual. ‘What they see—and it has to 
be remembered that it is in the nature of the 
relationship that the Israelis see even the 
suggestion of a tum in ‘U.S. policy in the 
Middle East in apocalyptic terms—is the aw- 
ful specter of a settlement imposed by the 
superpowers. And any settlement that the 
Russlans have anything material to do with, 
they will tell you, would lead inexorably to 
thetr destruction. And so, understandably, 
they are sparing no effort to make their 
protests heard. 

Equally understandably, the U.S. govern- 
ment sees it ali quite differently. True, there 
‘were some concessions to Soviet demands in 
terms of language in the joint statement, 
the administration concedes. But the pas- 
sage having to do with Palestinian “rights,” 
tor example, carefully specified “legitimate 
rights," and the United States—indeed, the 
world community—now agrees that the 
Palestinians have no legitimate rights with 
respect to Israel itself. In fact, the admin- 
istration argues that nothing irretrievable 
was given away, that some passages in the 
statement actually break new ground in 
Israel's favor, and that, in any case, a joint 
statement of this sort should be read not as 
a balanced, comprehensive statement of U.S. 
policy. but rather as the most that the 
United States and the Soviet Union could 
agree to.

Finally, the U.S. justification for bringing 
the Russians into the act at this time appears 
to rest on the argument that, as co-chairman 
with the United States of any reconvened 
Geneva conference, the Russians would have 
had to be brought in at some point. 
The theory apparently was that by doing so 
now, and by tying Moscow to a reasonably 
workable definition of principles, the chances 
would ‘be improved that the Russians might 
use thelr influence constructively on their 
Arab friends, notably the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 


Perhaps so—though we have our doubts. 
On the larger question of whether the joint 
statement reflects some significant switch 
in U.S. policy, we are considerably more con- 
fident that it does not. But, given the man- 
ner in which it was presented, we can also 
understand perfectly why the Israelis might 
think otherwise.

This has 
already been recognized by many 
developing countries and there

ing the new industrial centers 
and agricultural service centers 
as the base for the decentraliza- 
tion policy. In other words, it 
determines the number and loca- 
tian of new rural centers or the 
development of existing ones and 
their functional structure.

Violence and TV 


In your recent article by Ber- 
nard Nossiter under the title 
“Violence and TV: a Split De 
elsion” (THT, Sept. 19), there are 
some serious errors. 

1. The Brody “study” [of the 
UK. Home Office] to which 
your reporter refers was simply 
an appraisal of past research 
into screen violence. One of its 
conclusions jis that for past 
Studies of long-term effects, the 
evidence is ambiguous, partly be- 
cause of a lack of adequate re- 
search strategies and techniques 
for establishing cause-and-effect 
relationships. The Brody apprais- 
al did not, of course, include my 
study. It was only after a similar 
evaluation of past studies of the 
influence of television violence 
that my team and I spent a pre- 
luminary 14 months in construct- 
ing measuring mstruments and 
in developing research strategies 
of a Kind that would keep to an 
acceptable minimum any wun- 
certainties remaining in the sys 
tem, It was against this back- 
ground that conclusions were 
reached about the degree to which 
the evidence supported the dlffer- 
ent hypotheses that were in- 
vestigated. 

2. Mr. ‘Noasiter states that my 
study involved a comparison of 
the boys who saw a lot of tele 
vision violence with those who 
saw less television violence. In 
fact, that was only the very first 
step in the research strategy. 
‘Those two groups were then 
equated in terms of a composite 
of variables, drawn from a pool 
of 227 of them, in order to screen 
out irrelevant differences between 
the groups.

TOKYO, Oct. 4 (WP).—The 
Japanese government today an- 
nounced three conditions the 
United States must meei if if 
hopes to negotiate a vohmtary 
Imit on imports of Japan's steel 
products, 

It was the first time the govern- 
ment bas given any hint of what 
it expects in return for inducing 
Japanese companies to cut back 
sales of steel to the United States. 

The Japanese action follows a 
tentative decision yesterday by 
the U.S, Treasury that five Japa- 
nese steel companies are selling 
carbon steel plate in the United

Japanese officials seid that they 
had not arrived at an estimate 
of how much steel tonnage ex- 
ports would be reduced if those 
conditions are met. 

A prominent economic journel, 
Nihon Kelzai, reported today the 
United States had proposed that 
Japan reduce steel exports from 
the 76 million tons in 1976 to 
between 5 millon and 5.5 million 
tons a year.

ing as a way of doing business 
and deduct the cost on the in- 
come-tax return. 

Since elegant dining is not most 
people's idea of work, politicians 
Periodically inflame the liver- 
‘wurst-sandwich lunchers of Amer- 
ica with visions of tax reform 
which will cut the expense-ac- 
count aristocracy off the tax dole. 
‘The flaw in this otherwise fetch- 
ing idea is as follows: 

The tax law's encouragement 
for business and pleasure to mix 
has long since created a new busi- 
Dess. Its workmen and entrepre- 
neurs provide pleasures for the 
expense-account set. As business 
became increasingly indistinguish- 
able from pleasure, we had on¢eof 
those odd character transpositions 
which sometimes occur in tong 
marriages, and pleasure turned 
into business. Cut the business 
deduction for pleasures, and what 
have you gained? 

On the positive side, there is 
the emotional gratification of 
Seeing the expense-account princes 
paying their own way for a 
change, This is worth plenty, but 
is it worth the heavy damage 
that will be suffered by the 
pleasure industry? 

Some businessmen doubtless 
will continue buying $25-a-piste 
lunches for four even though the 


bill has to be paid out of the | 


children’s college fund, but many 
will quickly discover they can do 
just as much business over pas- 
trami on rye at the desk. 

Almost immediately 2 lot of 
waiters, buzboys and dishwashers 
are going to become unemployed. 
Linen laundering companies will 
fold, putting more people out of 
work, Doormen, hatcheck atten- 
dante, bartenders and makers 
and zellers of glassware, plate and 


Silverware will join the unem- 


Ployed. 

‘These are not the most de- 
pressing consequences. With the 
closing of restaurants, a little 
more life goes out of the center 
of cities as they are replaced with 


offices, parking lots. Pressed rig- 
armusly against the entire pleasure 
industry, the campaign against 
entertainment deductions bleeds 
hotels, taxis, theaters—all the 
unessential amenities of life that 
distinguish cities from suburban 
shopping mals. 

This is why the New York res- 
taurant lobby as well as the taxi, 
hotel and airline industries are 
resisting the Carter administra- 
tion’s tax-reform proposal for a 
§0-per-cent cut in allowable 
expense-account deductions. New 
York, the home office of federal- 
ly subsidized high living, is the 
city that can least afford a wipe- 
out of the expense-account set. 

Somewhere there may be liver- 
wurst lunchers who cry “hear, 
hear!" when President Carter 
says it’s an outrage that “a bust- 
ness executive can charge off 3 
$55 luneheon on a tex return and 
8 truck driver cannot deduct his 
$1.50 sandwich,” but not in New 
York. Too many liverwurst tunch- 
ers here depend on the expense- 
account splurgets to keep them in 
Iverwurst. 

People who would like to herd 
the expense-account nobility into 
tumbrels for the guillotine de- 
fend them, Instead, against the 
mob because the tax law, willy- 
milly, bag created a loophole- 
Service industry they need for 
their livelihoad. 

Everybody may agree with 
President Carter that tt ls a “na- 
tional disgrace,” and most of us 
Surely want it, reformed, except 
for thet smail part of the dis- 
grace on which each of us has 
built bis private calculations for 
survival,
